TOWN OEBINANCE SO. 25, 


An Ordinance to prevido for the lighting of 
the streets and alleys ef Reno, and other 
purposes. 


Bs it ordained by the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Washoe county. Nevada: 


SZOTION 1—That for the purpose of lighting 
ihe streets, alleys and publio grontadg and 
placea of Reno, Washoe county, Nevada, and 
the busluess and private houses therein with 
electric light, permission and authority is 
hereby given J. L. Stevenson, of Reno, hia 
heira and assigns, to use tne streets and alleys 
for the purpose of erecting poles, standards, 
lamps and other appliance* necessary to gen- 
erate and convey, and use electricity for il- 
luminating purposes, and the maintenance 
and repairs thereof, for a peried of 50 years 
provided, that no poles or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as to mater- 
ially interfere with the said sidewalks, street* 
and public places, for business cr travel, and 
that ne main wires on the principal streets 
ahall be lower than twenty feet front said 
streets. 


SUCTION 3—That the above authority and 
permission is given in consideration of and 
upon the condition that the said J. L. Steven- 
eon, hia heirs or assigns, shall commence to 
construct and put in the necessary plant for 
making or distributing an electric current for 
the purpose of furnishing electric lights in 
the business portions of Reno, within six 
months from the date hereof, Oct. i, 1886, and 
shall have said plant in operation within 12 
months from tue date hereof, and should th* 
said J. L, Stevensen, his heirs or assigns, fail 
to comply with the foregoing conditions, then 
this Ordinance shall be void. 
SIOIION 3—This Ordinance shall take affect 
and be in force from the earliest period allowed 
Bylaw.

The pi eservation ef the Union 
aad free government aare now recorded la his- 
dory as the work ot the Republican party. 
Union, liberty, equality and a protective tirrff 
have largely contributed in making «0,000,000 
of people the best ted, the best clothed, the 
happiest, the most Intelligent and powerful 
that ever existed on earth. The elevation of 
labor by the abolition of elavery and the utter 
repudiation of caste and aristocracy by the 
Republican party has opened to free men and 
free labor every acre of land within tbe juris- 
diction of tlic united States, M*d has enabled 
tbe toiling millions of the North and of the 
South to associate in oue common brotherhood 
for the protection ef their rights and the ad- 
vancement of their in-tellectuaJ aud material 
prosperity. 


II. 


We arraign the Democratic administration of 
President Ulevehtnd for having failed to keep 
the pledgee on which It came into power. It 
promised eeonomy and retrenchment, and ha* 
been most extravagknt in expenditure* an4 ap.

largely exec od the abundant revenues of the 
Government It promised to reduce the sui- 
plus iu thf j Tresaur y, but reversing the rule of 
previou* Administration*, haa permitted s*ch 
surplus to lie idle and accumulate to the in- 
jury of ihe business of the country, and ha* 
refused to approve ef the-action of a laige 
majerl ty of both Houses of Congress directing 
that each surplus be applie d in payment of the 
interest-bearing debt of the country • It prom- 
ised to care for and give attention to the dis- 
abled soldiers and sailor* of the late war, and 
haa treated with contemptuous veto every 
pension hill against -which It could find any 
shadow ef technical objection 
It promised 
to protect the person and property of citizen* 
both at home and abi oad, and to maintain the 
dignity and honor of the nation, yet in it* re- 
lation with Great Bri tain it ha* shown itself 
unwilling to give protection to either person 
or property, and has permitted our flag to be 
insulted, without proper protaat, almost in 
sight of our shore*, walls by baity and an- 
.saemly action It ha* unnecessarily Jeopardized 
our friendly relations -with the Mexican Re- 
public, and made our Nation ridiculous in the 
ejes of the world: It» evasion of civil aervle* 
reform, to which its leading representative* 
are pledged, have Been bold, insolent and law- 
leas. It has shown it*< ilf no friend to Nevada, 
becatme, among its flnl aet» of administration* 
it close* the United 3ta tee. Hint in Carson City 
in utter violation of thi > law, to the great detri- 
ment ef every miner and eilv«r producer In 
this State in partienlai, and of the public in 
general. It ha» gextontsly impaired our null 
Facilitie*, without shadow of just excuae. I 
haa out-aged the eutpren i will of Congress, and 
•dani«d to thi* people th eir right* by it* naex 
tlaTtted and continued refuaiU to execute the 
«ebt«m at;» OovenaneW 


in the capital of this State. It haa used the 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
silver as money, and by a refusal to execute 
the Jaw and pay out silver tor Government 
dues haa kept the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced the price of 
silver since the inauguration of President 
Cleveland more than fifteen per cent 
It has 
closed many of our silver mines, and thiown 
thousand* of honest laborers out of employ- 
ment. 


HI. 


We favor a tariff upon the imported products 


of low-priced foreign lubor, BO aa to protect 
the interests of American wage-workeis, and 
tor the development of Amerlcsu industries 
We demand in behalf of our mining interests 
the maintenance of the present tariff on lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and in behalf of onr wool-growing interests a 
restoration of the wool tariff of 18b7, and we 
denounce the recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority in the National House of Representa- 
tives to pass the Moi riaon bill reducing the 
tariff on the products 01 our mines and placing 
wool on the free list 


IV. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
becoming landowners. Tbe public domain 
should be reserved as homesteads ior actual 
settlers, and the accumulation of large tracts 
01 bodies of land in the hands of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, and in 
the case of land grants to railroad corporation* 
where the corporations have failed to cemply 
with the conditions of the grants the land 
should be forfeited to the General Government, 
and held for the benefit of actual settlers. 


V. 


We favor the intelligent organization of la- 
boi for such worthy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for tbe protection of their Interests 
in til things relating to their welfare and to 
the industrial welfare of the country, and we 
favor the enactment of State and national 
laws providing tor the settlement of contro- 
versies between employers and employees by 
methods ot voluntary arbitration, oi by the 
establishment ot courts of conciliation, which 
will avoid the wuste, loss and ill-feeling re- 
sulting from Btiikes and lock-outs, and the 
usual expeiisa ot litigation. 


VI. 


We denounce the action of tke Democratic 
House of Representatives at Its laat session in 
striking from the bill to compensate the citi- 
zens of this State ior losses sustained in the 
Indian war of 18M) nil claims for supplies fur 
nished for the (upprussien of Indian hostilities, 
aud also for services Tendered during that 
memorable struggle in which the lives of a 
large number of our most respected citizens 
were sacrificed. 


Til. 


We denounce the pretense of the Democratic 
party of having sympathy for the cause of lo- 
cal self-government in Ireland while the Dem- 
ocratic House of iicpresentatlves.ln Committee 
of the Whole, repeatedly (etused to endorse 
that principle. Iu the months of April and 
June lua* that body, by Democratic votes, on 
several occasions ri ject-d a resolution indors- 
ing a free Parliament for Irelunj, which in in 
the following worda 


' Resolved that the Home of Representatives 
earnestly sympathizes with Right Hon Wm, 
E Gladstone nud his associates In their efforts 
to secure n free Parliament for the peep e of 
Ireland, and congratulates the people of that 
hitherto uuhappy country upon the proepect 
o|pn etrly and sue- essfnl termination of their] 
long and patriotic struggle tor the right of local 
lelf government." 
Tliereby destroying the growth of a libera 
<;p\rit thioughont &ieat Britain, 


VIII. 


We commend the efforts of Seuhtor Joneu and 
Congressman Wuodburn in obtaining an ap- 
propriation of $JO,i 00 ior public land surveys 
in this State, and we condemn the action of the 
Commissioner ef the General Land Office iu 
wi hholding money B appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and particularly condemn the aciion ot 
benator Fair in absenting himself from Wash- 
ington during all the time when appropria- 
tions tor this State were under consideration 
by the Senate, 


We endorse the action of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn In their efforts to sup- 
press polygamy in Utah, and to check the 
growth of disloyalty to the Government in that 
Territory, and we fully endorse the principles 
of the bills introduced ior that purpose by 
Congressman Woodburn. We endorse the ac- 
tion of the Republican Senate in paxsing in 
the early days oi the last session of Oougres* a 
bili well calculated to suppress the growing 
avil of polygamy, and check the growth ef the 
hostile power of the Mormon Ohurch, which is 
threatening the peace and tarnishing the good 
name of tue United States 
We condemn the 
action of the Democratic House of Hepresent- 
ati'es In refusing during all tbe long session 
of Cfongres* which haa just closed to consider 
any measure tending to relieve our country 
from the blighting ourae of polygamy and 
polygamous rule in Utah and the surrounding 
Territories.

We are oppoaed to the furtherimportation of 
Chinese to this country, or any other foreign

called Anarchists, and we believe in the most 
perfect protection to each and everj individual 
In the enjoyment of the fruits oi all his per- 
tonal efforts to earn an honest livelihood 


XI. 


The paramount interest of civilization re- 
quires that the money used as a circulating me- 
dium in any country ahall at all times bow a 
constant ratio to the increasing population of 
that country. Contraction of the currency in- 
volves all financial evils to whkli a nation eau 
be subjected, among which are robbery of the 
debtor, stagnation of business, reduction of 
wagea and the enslavement of th* masses for the 
benefit of bondholders and grasping creditors 
\\ e denounce tbe bondholders' conspiracy to de 
monetize silver and contract the money of the 
world to a single gold standard as a crime 
against civilization 
It would double the obli- 
gation of bonds and all other contracts for the 
payment of money, which now aggregate in the 
civilized world the enormous sum of more tliau 
one hundred thouaeud million dollars, and 
thereby make the rich richer and the poor 
poorer, and impoverish the massed for the bene- 
fit ol the favored few 
We are, therefore, in 


favor of the free and unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver upon the basis now provided by 
law- 
Ill. 


We condemn the Demecratlc Houen of Repre- 
sentatives for refusing to make the necessary 
apptopriatlons foi the construction of a suitable 
navy for the defenoe of our commerce and the 
protection of onr citizens at home and abroad, 
and we particularly condemn it for refusing to 
make any appropriation for fortification* to pro- 
tect our extensive aeacoast while there waa a 
vast surplus in the Treasury, and thousands of 
laborer* oat of employment. 


X.HI. 


We again declare oar constant sympathy with 
the just and consistent Bepublican polio) and 
practice of granting out of the nation's abnnd 
ance generous pensions to the disabled veteran* 
ol oar wan, whether for the country's defense 
or for the preservation of the Cnion.

coin certii cate*. 
Fifth-We arraign the Republican party be 
iore tin. bar of an enlightened public opinion 
for its high ciime committed against th* pub- 
lic peace and against the best interests of the 
white laboring classes of both sexes, by it* In- 
viting and encouraging the influx of Asiatic 
horde* to oar shares under treaty stipulation, 
and under the crazy shibbolethof "The Father- 
hood of God and the Brotherhood of Man," un- 
til ther» are planted among the people of the 
Pacific States and Territories, like •• many 
leeches sucking thelife-bloodof our substance, 
190,000 Chinese coolies. 
Sixth—W« demand the immediate abroga- 
tion of the Burllngame treaty and the total 
suppression of Chinese immigration to Ainerl • 
can soil, and we favor legislation providing for 
the deportation of all Chinese lu the United 
State*, and we recommend the exclusive pat 
ronage ef white labor and its produce. 
Seventh—The Introduction by Senator Fair 
of hie Chinese Hestrictriction bill and hi* sue.

NAVY YAHD». 


Our country has maintained a £»w 


•hip yards for the accommodation of 
our navy. Now that wooden ships are 
giving place, howaver, to m*tallio ones, 
•o costly a plant is needed to construct 
•team frigates or gunboats that the pol- 
icy is favored of relying on private ihip 
yards. But the country has several val- 
uable yards in different harbors that 
•honld not be rashly sold or given up 
Some of them have an extensive front- 
age, along which wharves of great depth 
can be built, and 
perhaps .spacious 


greundc that can be utilized for work- 
•bops. It IB, to say the least, doubtful 
whether we con saf«ly wholly rely on 
private yards; combination ma.? destroy 
competition, and put the Government 
at the mercy of gretdy contractors. 
In 


the interest of economy, therefore, il 
may be needful for the country to pro- 
Tide the requisite plant for ono yurd or 
more to construct a ship once iu awhile 
or in an exigency. 


Great Britain favors this policy. Al 


though she occasionally calls en the 
•hipbuilders on the Clyda to build a 
raaisive naval ship, she maintains seven 
naval establishments ou liar coast. One 
of them at least, as we have been told, 
has seven dry docks for repairs. 
Mr. 


Whitney thernfore proposes to retain 
our present yards aad appropriate them 
to specific purposes. The Washington 
Navy Yard is to be us«d for the manu- 
facture of ordnance. The huge gaas to 
be used in oar new navy, or to be em- 
ployed in coast defence, are either to be 
manufactured or to be finished there, if 
the parts are made elsevfhere, 
The 


Itoitou Navy Yard is to be used for 
equipment purposes, and that at Brook- 
lyn is to be assigned to some special de- 
partment. 


What the exigencies of the future may 


demand no cue ciui fortell. 
For the 


simple police of tha sea oar mighty na- 
tion will need a tioinevrhut lurge navy; 
and with the improvements iu uuval 
architecture the metallic cruiser has be- 
come an exceedingly complex utructuro. 
However advisable to construct the hulls 
and machines of our naval ships ia pri- 
vate yards, therefore, there aro yet many 
things pertaining to tho equipment and 
outfit of a frigate that deniiiutl special 
skill or fidelity, and these may b» best 
furniflbod in the 
Government's awn 


•workshops or docks. For this reason 
it is well for the country to retain the 
ownership of its present yards; while 
by judicious specialization it can assign 
to every one of them aparticnlnc branch 
wherein its workmen may attain the 
highest skill. 


COVKTV TBEASUJHJK1S. 


There is no county office that carries 


with it graver responsibilities than that 
of Treasurer. Not only must the man 
who is worthy of this honorable place 
have a character clear and clean, but be 
must be fitted by clerical qualifications 
to conduct the business ol tu« office in 
all its minuteness and pondcranoe with 
clock-work precision and accuracy. To 
a groat extent his office is the people's 
last and greatest safe-guard against cor- 
ruption throughout all othtr depart- 
ments of the county government. If 
the Treasurer is watchful, if he is skill-
